Coolidge has approved the bill by 
which 90,000 Civil 
W ar 
widows 
who are over 75 years of age will 
receive an autom atic increase in 
pension from $30 to $40 a month. 
The new rate of pension became 
effective June 4, 1928, but owing 
to the great am ount of detail work 
necessary to establish the claims 
of widows over 75 years of age it 
will not be until September 4, 1928, 
th at the increased rate 
will 
be 
available to widows. 
A lump sum 
paym ent for arrears will be made 
a t th at time. 
The number of Civil W ar wid­ 
ows now in receipt of less than $40 
a month is approxim ately 175,000 
and these cases m ust be examined 
to determine who are entitled to 
the 
new 
increase. 
Experienced 
clerks are 
being engaged by the 
Pension Bureau 
to make the ex­ 
amination of records and every­ 
thing possible will be done, accord­ 
ing to Commissionr of Pensions 
Scott, to speed up the payments. 
The Commissioner of Pensions 
urges upon Civil W ar widows the 
exercise of 
patience during 
next three months, and especially 
requests that 
they 
refrain from 
sending letters of inquiry regard­ 
ing their cases. The bill applies to 
all widows and rem arried widows, 
over 75 years of age, of Civil W ar 
veterans on the roll on May 23, 
1928, and the additional cost to the 
government for the first year will 
approxim ate $10,000,000.
